| _ | Shortly after, he was called to London, 
where he officiated in the Tower, two months; 
and alſo preached to large and affected audito- 
. ries, in ſeveral churches. The firſt ſermon he. 
delivered in the metropolis, was in Biſhopgate 
church. Having a remarkably young —2 
ſome of the people exhibited a ſmile of con- 
tempt, as he aſcended the pulpit; but he had 


not proceeded far in his addreſs, before their 


ſneers were changed into ſigns of approbation. 
The ſame year he ſpent two months at Dum- 
mer in Hampſhire; and afterwards viſited 
Glouceſterſhire; where he preached in many 
churches with aſtoniſhing: ſucceſs. Several 
lucrative offers were ſoon made to him, all of 


His firſt ſermon was delivered to a crowd- 
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for carrying it into immediate effect. After a

which he declined, having received a preſöng 
invitation from the Rev. John Weſley, then 
in Geor ia, to aſſiſt him in that diſtreſſed co- 
lony.

No ſooner was his return announced, than 
multitudes preſſed to hear him; and his popula- 
rity continually increaſed.

This was a novelty ; but it was neceſſary in its 
nature, and providential in its effects: for the

preached at Moorfields, Blackheath, Kenning- 
ton Common, and other places, his auditories

To many it 
proved a houſe of mercy. indeed; but to him -

- Which was contributed by a generous public. 
Here the over-ruling providence of God, by 
- theſe means enlarging the ſphere of his uſe- 
fulneſs, cannot be ſufficiently admired. Preſſed 
by the urgent calls of theſe beloved orphans, 
he was induced to take the range of Great Bri- 
tain and America to obtain aſſiſtance; and 
wherever he went, the power of the Holy Ghoſt 
attended his labours; — in both 
hemiſpheres, were ſavingly converted to God. 
In March, 1741, he returned to London; 
and Mr. Weſley having renounced connection 
with him, on account of his Calviniſtie ſenti- 
ments, he erected a temporary ſhed to accom- 
moclate his hearers in the Winter; for which 


reaſon he called it a Tabernacle. 


In the ſame year he vifned Scotland, where 
his miniſtry was attended with uncommon 
energy and ſucceſs. On his return through 
Wales, he married Mrs. James, a pious widow 
lady of Abergavenny.

Like the angel in the revelations, he flew thro' 


the midſt of heaven, with the everlaſting goſ- 


pel; neither could jealouſy clip his wings, nor 


envy obſcure his luſtre; neither perils nor per- 


ſecutions could abate: his zeal, nor quench his 


love for immortal ſouls. 1 
Since the firſt age of chriſtianity, no man 
ever travelled more miles, or preached more 


frequently, in the courſe of five and thirty 


years. The collections he made for public 
charities were unexampled; and the number of 
converts no leſs extraordinary. To him, un- 


der God, does the chriſt an church owe much 


of its preſent glory; for he was. the inſtrument 
of kindling a flame on the altars of Zion, which 
has increaſed in ſtrength, and luſtre to the pre- 
Jent day. May it continue to burn, unquench- 


ably, like the ſacred fire of the Hebrew temple. 
The above account is given, not only as a 

tribute of reſpect to Mr. Whitefield, but as a 
{ ſtimulus to our exertions. His labours were 
prodigious, and his glory is, no doubt, pro-
